Dixon vs. Dixon. 

The antecedents of the leaders of the Doug- 
las faction in this State are as ring-streaked 
and striped in complexion as the celebrated 
short-horns that old Jacob obtained from his 
father-in-law by Yankee ingenuity. We have 
already exposed some who were once Demo- 
crats, while the bare mention of others of the 
T. Lovely Jones variety was enough for our 
purpose. We come now to a gentleman of 
another stripe — Mr. Dixon — who, while the 
Whig party lasted, was one of its most able 
and popular leaders, and one of the most de- 
termined and gallant opposers of Democrat 
ic nun and mjasuros. For the last five years, 
however, he has floated about rather promiscu- 
ously on the political streams — if we are 
correctly informed — splitting his ticket in 
1855. supporting Buck and Breck in 185G,and 
voting for Josh Bell, slave code and all, in 1859 
Now he has squatted in a more definite atti- 
tude. Be was picked up as a political waif— 
we suppose — by Harney’s Convention, and 
made one of the Douglas electors for the 
Slate at large. Mr. Dixon never was a Dem- 
ocrat — had no interest as a party man in the 
Charleston and Baltimore Conventions, and 
cannot, therefore, like a number of mis- 
guided men who were Democrats, claim 
to support the Illinois Senator on account 
of the vote cast for him in these Conventions, 
lie cannot offer this paltry excuse, and if we 
understand him rightly, he himself would offer 
no other explanation of his attitude than a 
sincere conviction on his part that the plat- 
form and views of J udge Douglas were per- 
fectly sound and correct. Tie must indorse 
Squatter Sovereignty in all its hideous details, 
as expounded by the “little giant.” We say 
he must do all this, for to assert otherwise, 
would be to say that he had no claim to res- 
pectful attention from a Kentucky audience. 

Mr. Dixon now believes that “the people of 
a 'Territory can, by lawful means, exclude sla- 
very from their limits prior to the formation 
of a State Constitution,” for this is the Douglas 
platform expressed in the very words of Douglas 
himself. A glance at the records will show 
that in assuming this position Mr. Dixon is 
guilty of the most ridiculous inconsistency. 
In 1849 he was a member of the Convention 
that made our present State Constitution. In 
that body, it appears, he did not believe that 
the people of a sovereign Stale through 
their chosen delegates assembled according to 
unquestioned forms and usages to establish a 
Constitution, had cither the power or right to 
excltule or abolish slavery within their own State 
limits. Where the devil a Squatter Legisla- 
ture can obtain such a right or power we 
leave him to answer at his leisure. Here is 
the document to which we refer: 

Mr. DIXON offered the following resolution: 

» * * * Whf.reas, The slaves of the cit- 
izens of this Commonwealth are property, both 
those that are now in esse, and those hereafter 
bom of mothers who may be slaves at the time ol 
such birth. 'Therefore, 

Resolved, That this Convention has not the 
power or right, by any principle it may incorpo- 
rate into the Constitution of the State, to deprive 
the citizen of his property, without his consent, 
unless it be for the public good, and only then by- 
making to him a just compensation therefor. 

Debates of the Convention, p. 1 19. 

Mr. Dixon made a speech in support of these 
resolutions, in the Convention upon the 15th 
October, 1849, from which we quote the fol- 
lowing : 

Mr. DIXON— * * I assert » * that 

slaves are property, as w-ell those now in existence 
as those who miy be born hereafter of moth- 
era, who at the time of birth are slaves; and 1 
maintain that a bare majority of the Convention, 
nay, that the whole of the Convention has noi 
power to t ike from the citizen his property, with- 
out his consent, or without making him compi n 
sation for it. ***** * 

I have presented this resolution, because I de- 
sire to call the attention of the peopleof Kentucky 
to it. 1 have proposed it, because I am myself ut 
terly o r posed to surrendering into the hands of this 
Convention, or any other Convention hereafter to 
be assembled, the right to seize upon private prop- 
erty and appropriate it as the Convention may 
think proper, without regard to the public good. 
And finally, when the public good demands it, 1 
insist upon it that it cannot be taken unless com 
peusution be made for it.

This resolution and speech are a sufficient 
answer to all the Squatter Sovereignty argu 
merits he can make between this and the No- 
vember election.

The “Central Clique” be 
came curious to know bis views ***** 
in reference to the question of slavery in the Ter- 
ritories. Well, they got a chance to know his 
views. The editor ol the Yeoman and two oth- 
er Democratic leaders, one of whom was a mem- 
ber of the State Central Committee, had an in- 
terview on yesterday with Mr. Mason. 

Mr. Mason denounced in the bitterest terms the 
doctrine that Congress sliou'd not interfeie to pro- 
tect slavery in the Territories; that the idea that 
the courts could give “adequate protection” was a 
humbug and a delusion. The Yeoman man and 
his two colleagues remonstrated. They endeav- 
ored to explain and “soften down matters;” but 
Mason couldn’t be reconciled. * * * * * 

lie was incorrigible, nnd lie said that if they came 
into his coutitry and advocated any such d — d 
Abolition doc'rine, that Congress should not in 
terfere to protect tile rights of slaveholders in the 
Territories, they would lie beat all to h— II. He 
deemed the non protection movement in Ken- 
tucky as an attempt to sell Southern rights for 
Northern Abolition votes in the Presidential con 
te.-t, and for one lie was unalterably opposed to 
it.

Again, Mr. Webster said — and he must be 
an ingenious casuist who can torture the 
speech into an indorsement of squatter sov- 
ereignty and the alleged power of a territorial 
legislature to disregard the Constitution and 
confiscate private property: 

“We have always gone upon the ground that these 
territorial governments were in a state of pupilage, 
under the protection or patronage of the General 
Government. The territorial legislature has a con 
si i tut ion prescribed by Congress. They have no 
power not given by that Congress. They must act 
within the limits of tho const it u tion granted them 
by Congress, or el o their acts become void. The 
people under the territorial government aro not a 
sovereignty; they do not constitute a sovereignty, 
and do not. possess any of the r g‘its incident to sov- 
ereignty. They are, if you so please to denominate it. 
in a state of inchoate government and sovereignty. 

If we well consider this question upon the ground of 
our practicedurmg the last half century, 1 think wc i and Lane, 
will find one way of disposing of it. It is our duty to 
provide for tho peopleof the Territory a government 
to keep the peace. to secure their property; to assign 
to them a subordinate legislative authority; to as-

He cordially indorsed the 
decision of the Court in the Dred Scott case, 
together with the argument and the exposi- 
tions of thc Constitution upon which it was 
based, lie admitted the power and duty of 
Congress to protect slave properly when ne- 
cessary. He contended that thc decisions of 
the Courts should lie backed by the Ex- 
ecutive power. lie held that the Judiciary 
and the Executive could then afford the ne- 
cessary protection, and that, until the contra- 
y was clearly demonstrated .upon trial, he 
was unwilling, in view of the settlement under 
he compromises of 1850 and the Nebraska 
fill, to renew the slavery agitation. Still he

This settles the issue; it defines the position of the 
Democracy of Kentucky on thc point in question 
bey >nd the reach of the protest of dissenters or the 
subtlety of trimmers.

Congress ihay, indeed, 
exercise the power through ng *nts accountable to 
itself; but it can’t abandon the power to such agents. 
It must still remain the responsible depository of the 
power, aud no sort or degree of legislation can re- 
lease it. It can’t be released. A man might as well 
think of throwing off his responsibility as a moral 
being. 

The striking out of the revisory provision from 
the Kansas- Nebraska law, a provisuui which wu - 
the mere symbol of the indefeasible supremacy ol 
Congress, amounted to nothing. It was a piece of 
ridiculous folly. It had just as much effect on the 
power and the responsibility of Congress as the 
drawing of a pen through the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence would have on thc imperishable truths of 
Yvhich it is the literal representation ; just as much, 
and no more. Congress did not, does not, and never 
will hold itself bound by the futile relinquishment; 
it can’t without the most stupendous violation of its 
constitutional duties.
